Of course he must have a knowledge of 
drugs, anatomy, physiology and such mat- 
ters, but his office will be that of a con- 
sultant. The bone-setters and drug-pre- 
scribers will lay their cases before him, 
and he will advise them pretty much as 
the advice of an old established counselor 
at law is sought by an attorney. The 
great question of the future will not be so 
much the cure as the prevention of dis-
